Pontchartrain 
Bridge Wreck 
Fatal to Six 


By GAVIN SCOTT 


NEW ORLEANS, La., (AP)- 


Two barges smashed a gap in 
the world's longest bridge be- 
fore dawn today and a Trail- 
ways bus plunged over 
the 


edge into Lake Pontchartrain, 
killing six passengers. 


Divers recovered some of the 


bodies from the bus, submerged 
in about 15 feet of the brackish 
water. A Coast Guard helicop- 
ter 
rescued 
one man 
and 


plucked another body from the 
lake. 


The bus driver was one of two 


survivors. Five bodies were re- 
covered. One body was trapped 
in the bus wreckage. 


The heavy barges, one loaded 


with gravel and the other with 
a big dredge, knocked down 
about 200 feet of the causeway 
—a low bridge resembling a 
highway on stilts.

Damage High, 
18 Dead in Jap 
Earthquake

TOKYO (AP)-A giant earth- 


quake dealt a shattering 
blow 


to the important industrial-com- 
mercial city of Niigata in north 
Japan today, causing millions 
of dollars in 
property damage 


and a still-undetermined loss of 
life. 


The temom—strongest in Ja- 


pan since 
the 
catastrophic 


quake of 1923 wiped out Tokyo 
and Yokohama—struck a vast 
area of the main Japanese is- 
land of Honshu at 1:01 p.m.— 
11:01 p.m. EST Monday. At 5:45 
p.m., the national police report- 
ed 18 persons dead, 3 missing 
and 103 injured, many serious- 
ly. 


However, the casualty count 


was chiefly from northern Japa- 
nese cities and towns still in 
contact with Tokyo. Niigata, a 
dead city without gas, water, 
electricity or normal telegraph 
and telephone communications, 
had given only fragmentary re- 
ports of its 
stricken state as 


night fell. 


A refining center for nearly 


all of Japan's domestic petrole- 
um, Niigata is on the Sea of 
Japan 160 miles northwest of 
Tokyo and is a chief port for 
trade with the Soviet Union. 


Minutes after Niigata was hit, 


fire enveloped three 
30,000-ton 


and two 45,000 - ton petroleum 
storage tanks, sending flames 
and smoke high into the darken- 
ing sky. 


At the same time, the sea 


level dropped 13 feet, followed 
by a tidal wave which flooded 
lowland areas, washed 
small

ence he looks around and dis- 
covers half his executives are 
dozing and the other half 
are 


staring out the window with 
glazed eyes. The great summer 
letdown has hit them, too. 


His anger gives way to a 


yawn. He has become a victim 
of the general listlessness him- 
self. He thinks it would be nice 
to be out on a golf course. 


There are 
several 
reasons 


why the work pace slows dur- 
ing the season of the summer 
goof-off. 


The main one is that the staff 


is more inerested in spending 
its own money than in making 
money for the firm. The wann- 
ing weather fills them with a 
deepening laziness and drains 
ambition from their brains. 


Vacations become the all-im- 


portant topic. The coffee breaks 
and lunch hours get longer as 


the payroll 
peasants brag to 


each other about where they are 
going, or lie to each other about 
the fun they had at the place 
they've just been. 


It is hard for an outside sales- 


man to phone an order into the 
office. All the lines are tied up 
by 
employes 
calling 
travel 


agencies, 
arranging 
personal 


loans, or 
making long-distance 


calls to be sure that Lake Bide- 
a-wee has reserved a room for 
them for two weeks in August. 


Another reason for the hot 


weather slump is that the office 
becomes pretty much like a bat- 
| tlefield aid station. Half the em- 
ployes have become walking 
wounded. 


If they don't come down with 


summer colds, they come to 
work 
bandaged 
from 
insect 


stings, romping through poison 
ivy, fishhook injuries, or cases 
of sunburn or general exhaus- 
tion. 


Attempts have been made to 


solve the problems raised by 
the 
midyear letdown. Some 


firms simply close up shop for 
the duration. 


But the only sure cure is to 


let the disease run its course. 
By 
Labor Day, everybody's 


health is so run down he is glad 
to get his mind back on the 
job. 


He also realizes that he has 


to buckle down like a beaver if 
he is to earn a Christmas bonus 
large enough to pay for all that 
vacation fun he thought he was 
having during the summer goof- 
oft'.

Hope Star Drops Predate 
Practice; Today's Mail 
Issue Is Dated June 16 


Effective today Hope Star is discontinuing 


the practice of pre-dating papers sent through the 
mail to rural subscribers in Hempstead and adioin- 
ing counties. 


Under 
the pre-date 
system today's 
Star 


would be received by these mail subscribers dated 
Wednesday, June 17, although — as every one 
knows — it is the identical edition received by car- 
rier-served subscribers in Hope and neighboring 
towns Tuesday, June 16. 


We are compelled to make this move be- 


cause of the narrowing margin of time between the 
end of the press-run and the deadline for receipt of 
mail copies at Hope Post Office. The predate system 
works well enough on all days except Thursday, 
when the paper ranges from 12 to 16 pages and re- 
quires two runs on the press. 


On Thursdays we are faced with this prob- 


lem: Each of the two sections has papers with two 
datings — today, and tomorrow's predate. We can't 
speed up delivery of the predate edition to the post 
office until the press clears today's dating and gives 
us a main news section with the predate dating so 
the early-printed second section can be inserted. 


Using a single dating through the entire edi- 


tion will permit inserting of Thursday's two sections 
in time to avoid missing the mail. 


Hope Star goes to press every day with all 


the Associated Press news through the close of the 
wire at 2:30 p.m. — the only true final edition any- 
one receives in the Hope trade area. But the Hope 
Post Office deadline for receipt of newspaper mail 
to Emmet and some other points in the Hope trade 
area is now 6 p.m. 


That doesn't 
leave us much time to print 


and insert and address a two-section newspaper. 


Dropping the predate idea is one way of 


making sure you don't miss getting Thursday's 
paper on the Friday morning mail.

Rockefeller said he hoped he 


could do an equally good job in 
"fighting for my principles in 
my own race for governor in 
Arkansas." 


"I have long believed that it 


is in the best interest of the 
state of Arkansas not to be com- 
mitted to any presidential con- 
lender in adance of a national 
convention,"he said. 


My political beliefs, Rocke- 


feller said, vare somewhere be- 
tween those'of my brother and 
Sen. Barry Goldwater. 


Rockefeller Issued the pre- 


pared statement before address- 
ing a civic club dinner 
here 


which concluded his Jackson 
County tour. 


At an informal luncheon ear- 


lier in the day, Rockefeller said 
he did not run against Go. Or- 
al E. Faubus in 1962 because 
the Republican Party in Arkan- 
sas had not crystallized at that 
time. 


Rockefeller 
has called 
his 


tours in various parts of 
the 


state "handshaking tours" and 
not work against Faubus. 


"It would be silly for mo to 


be working against the wrong 
man," Rockefeller said, referr- 
ing to the possibility that Fau- 
bus might be defeated by one 
of his four Democratic oppon- 
ents.

earthquake—the strongest since 
1923—struck northern Japan to- 
day touching off fires, tidal 
waves and floods. First official 
reports indicated the death toll 
was low, however. 


The National Police Agency 


reported four hours after the 
first shock that 11 persons had 
been killed 
and 20 seriously 
hurt, 


The temblor's worst effect fell 


on the port of Niigata, a city 
of 290,000 on the Sea of Japan. 
Cracks opened in the streets, 
the sea backed up into parts of 
the industrial area, and oil stor- 
age tanks were set ablaze, send- 
ing clouds of black smoke into 
the air. 


Normal communication was 


broken with Niigata, 267 rail 
miles northwest of Tokyo, and 
electric power was cut off. Wa-

airport was covered with water. 
1 tried to raise the Niigata con- 
trol tower but there was no an- 
swer." 


First news photos from Nii- 


gata showed the Showa-Ohashi 
bridge destroyed with two of its 
spans collapsed into the Shinano 
River. Another bridge was in- 
tact. 


In the background clouds of 


black and gray smoke billowed 
thousands of feet into the sky. 


The national police reported 


more than 50 houses had crum- 
pled in Niigata and one major 
gasoline company's installation 
had been destroyed.
